The Gnvernment, 
like the’ individual, must ultimately 
meet legitimate obligations out of | 
the production of wealth by the 
labour of human beings, allied ta 
the resources of. nature. Every 
ccuntry that hag attempted the 
form of meeting its obligations

President Roosevelt sata that 
benefits which have becn extended . 
to Veterans might be measured by 
the fact. that $7,800,000,000 has 
teen spent on thelr half up to the 
end of the last fiscat year, nat 
including the amounts received by:

The President spoke of “ liberal 
legislation for disability and for 
death compensation ” whereby, he 
sald, 1,400,000 men and “women 
have been benefttted.
